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Elba City Council sets date for wet-dry referendum

The Elba City Council set No- 


vember 9th as the date fora wet-dry 
referendum. 

In a special meeting Tuesday 
moming, the council members were 
told a petition had been presented to 
city hall with the legally required 
number of names to get the matter 
on the ballot with the county-wide 
property tax issue in November. 

The voting will be on paper bal- 
lots, because the machine ballots for 
the county property tax vote have al- 
ready been printed. Mayor Ricky 
Haywood explained that additional 
poll officials will be in place at each 
voting place to help with the extra 
paperwork involved. 

According to Haywood, City 


Clerk Jeff Goodson had checked the 
list and certified 215 names as being 
signatures of qualified voters in the 
City of Elba. The minimum number 
required was 208, which is 25% of 
the 832 who voted in the recent city 
council election. 

Haywood explained to the coun- 
cil and interested citizens who were 
in attendance that Alabama law re- 
quires the council to set the mu- 
nicipal option election if the required 
number of names are on the petition 
and if it is received at least 30 days 
before a scheduled election, The 
council can not set an election on 
this matter at any time other than 
with some other election. 

The official filing date for the 
wet-dry petitions was October 6th. 
City Clerk Jeff Goodson said that at 
that time he was told by county and

BANKER FEEDS BULL 


The second annual Farm-City 
swap was held in Elba with Maxie 
Bozeman, a local peanut farmer, 
swapping places briefly, with Ken- 
neth Grantham, president of The 
Peoples Bank. 

This is one of the many events 
that take place before and during the 
celebration of Farm-City Week in 
Coffee County. 

The formal observance will take 
place the week of November 19-25 
beginning with a banquet style din- 
ner on Thursday evening, November 
18, 1993, 

On Wednesday, Maxie Bozeman, 
Jr., dressed in his pin-stripped busi- 
ness suit, assumed the role of banker 
and got a brief feel of “how it is on 
the other side of the desk.” 

Bozeman was raised on a farm 
and has been actively engaged in the 
occupation for the past 18 years. He 
attended college where he was a 
math education major but chose 
farming as his vocation, 

He and his father are partners in a 
successful row crop and commercial 
cattle herd operation. Peanuts, corn, 
and cattle are the mainstay of the op- 
eralion but vegetables, hay, and hogs 
are also raised on their farm, 

Max believes that “farming is the 
backbone of America.” 

Of the swap, Bozeman said, “I’m 
much more comfortable on a tractor 
than behind this desk.” 

While in the bank, Bozeman 
checked out the vault and also got to 


be recessed until after League of 
Municipalitics offices in Montgom- 
ery opened and additional legal opin- 
ions could be obtained. This was cx- 
pected to be about 8 a.m., but it was 
almost 9 a.m. before the city clerk 
was able to reach someone who 
could give accurate answers. 

The three main questions were; 1) 
Was the court order council election 
a general election or a special elec- 
tion? The answer was General Elec- 
tion. 2) Is there an age limit on the 
time some of the names might have 
been placed on the petition. The an- 


swer was - not addressed in law. 3) 
A request had been made for copies 
of the petitions and it wasn’t clear if 
they are public documents. They are 
and copies were niade available to 
those who requested them. 

Following the formal vote on the 
wet-dry issue, Council member Earl 
McCollough asked to bring up an- 
other matter. 

McCollough made a motion that 
“Because of our problems with get- 
ting a budget, I move we freeze hir- 
ing and pay raises for all city cm- 
ployees until we work all this out.” 


The motion passed with McCol- 
lough, Wilson, Brunson and Yelver- 
ton voting yes. Sharpless abstained, 


saying he felt the council was out of 
bounds by making that motion. He 
said he felt any such restraint on the 
mayor's powers must be in the form 
of an ordinance to be legal. Hay- 
wood made no comment on the is- 
suc. 

Mayor Haywood announced that 
Trick-Or-Treat time would be of- 
ficially set for Saturday night, Oc- 
tober 30 between the hours of 6 and 
8 p.m.

Elba will be voting on two matters next month. The long discussed 
property tax to build a new courthouse in Enterprise is still scheduled 
for November 9th. Tuesday morning the Elba City Council accepted 
petitions for a wet-dry referendum and it too will be on the November 
9th ballot - except it will be a separate ballot and will be one of the old 
fashioned paper ballots. There will be considerable confusion with 
Elba voters this time going to one of three voting places (not all at the 
Reserve Center on Claxton) plus having to vote the machine and then 
the paper ballot. This second vote is only AFTER poll officials deter- 
mine the Elba citizens name is actually on both the county voter's list 
and the city voter's list. The only question left is to make a guess of 
how many people will get fighting mad before the voting process ts 
over on November 9th.

Congress Resists Calls for Serious Reforms 


Public confidence in Congress 
remains at rock bottom. Scandal has 
followed scandal, some as yet unre- 
solved. Taxpayers perceive their na- 
tional legislative body to be unrespon- 
sive, unaccountable, and inaccessible. 

Aware of its own unpopular- 
ity, this Spring Congress created a bi- 
partisan committee to look into sweep- 
ing House and Senate reforms with the 
aim of making changes this year. What 
has happened? A lot of foot dragging 
by reluctant lawmakers to be sure. 

House Speaker Tom Foley has 
promised that October would be the 
month that Congress finally gets down 
toimplementing serious reforms. Well, 
it's now the third week of the month 
and not a word. Concerned about the 
House leadership's apparent stalling, 
House conservatives, myselfincluded, 
are calling on the Speaker to get mov- 
ing. 

Specifically, we wantthe House 
to begin taking up the reforms recom- 
mended by the Joint Committee on the 
Organization of Congress, but which 
have been delayed by House liberals 
all too comfortable with the status quo. 
“Reform delayed can become reform 
denied,” our statement to the House 
leadership charged. 

Congress is in dire need of an 
operational overhaul. The stature of 
Congress is diminished by its inability 
to cut costs when the American people 
have been asked to sacrifice, and by its 
refusal to live under the laws it passes 
for others. 

Even worse, its ability to gov- 
ern effectively has been put at risk by 
its cumbersome and confusing budget 
process, and by a congressional com- 
mittee system which is not reflective 
of the country’s needs. Additionally,

Members of Congress are often de- 
nied the chance to fully represent 
their constituents on the House floor 
when their views are out of step with 
the Democrat leadership.

I recall one time in the early 
1950's that Claude, Sam Sawyer, 
Dick Dorman, Sam Rowe and I were 
down in Florida fishing. There were 
several places we fished at different 
times. Smoke House Lake, Black 
Creek, Pine Log and others. I believe 
on this trip we were at Black Creek. 
There were only two boats available 
when we got to the place. One was a 
good sized one and the other rather 
small. Claude said that he, Sam Saw- 
yer and Dick Dorman would take the 
large one and Sam Rowe and I 
would have the smaller one. Well, 
that boat was so small that our hip 
pockets felt like they were dipping 
water all day. If we had caught a 
large fish we would have gone un- 
der. At any rate, that afternoon we 
went back to the car and Claude 
asked, and we concurred, we were 
not far from Burleson's Fish Camp 
on Choctawhatchee Bay. He always 
had a few croker sacks of fresh oys- 
ters in the water and ready to be tak- 
en to waist high wooden tables with 
plenty of oyster knives’ available. 


,. The sauces and crackers were placed 


out by Mr. Burleson. Everyone was 
to shuck their own. Claude told us to 
‘go ahead and he would help shuck 
for all of us until we had enough and 
then we were all to shuck for him. 
He did not want to get started that 
slow. He did and then we all 
shucked for him. I feel sure he ate 10 
or 12 dozen. Very few crackers. He 
loved to eat and eat well. 

Claude, Katherine, and Jots of

» ty. In those days the J and L Club in 


Andalusia and the Land E Club in 


military called it a C-47, a small 
two-motored plane with not too 
many passengers. We would fly to 
Birmingham and then to Huntsville. 
I was afraid of landing and taking 
off from there. We barely could 
clear a pasture fence in landing and 
taking off. Huntsville’s claim to 
fame in those days was the “Water 
Cress Capital of the World.” 

Claude asked me on more than 
one occasion to go with him and 
Katherine to Montgomery to the 
Blue-Gray Football game. That was 
a real treat. Dorsey Trailers bought 
lots of material from Standard Forge 
and Axle, such as brake drums, 
brake parts and the axle assemblies. 
Another big supplies was Nunn’s 
Battery. We had elaborate brunch at 
the Nunn’s. 

Dorsey Trailers had to buy and 
build more property and buildings as 
the company grew. That meant more 
work for not only Elba but the entire 
area. Almost all of the top manage- 
ment lived in Elba. Dorsey payroll 
was the life blood of Elba. 

On April 4, 1950, Kimmie and 
Betty had their first child. Theron 
Kimmie Dorsey, Jr. was born at 
Opp’s Mizell Memorial Hospital. I 
was there a few hours afterwards. 

These dates are very near correct, 
not exact. In January of 1951, Kim- 
mie and Henry’s outfit was mobi- 
lized for the Korean “Police Action”. 
They were not sent overseas and 
were released in September of 1952. 
Of course, Kimmie went back to 
Dorseys. Henry sold his partnership 
in’ Sawyer Candy Co. to his brother- 
in-law, Sam and he went to work for 
Dorsey in the Engineer Department. 

The Dorsey Company continued 
to expand and do well in the 1950's. 
They hired the people that were 
needed to produce a superior product 
at a good market price. That was 
what made it go. It was surprising 
how adaptable the local work force 
was in industrialized labor. 


Claude began to have health prob-. 


lems and he went to Birmingham for 
treatment. This was in 1957 and the 
University of Alabama Hospital was 
just getting to become well known as 
an excellent treatment center and 
was nothing to compare to the size it 
is today. There was a building about 
6 stories high across from the hospi- 
tal where outpatient people could 
stay and be real close. I think that it 
was called the Town House.

The offensive line 
had some minor problems with the Slocomb size, but did a solid job of 
blocking on the comers and the running backs may have had their best 
night of the season, as a group. Chris Tyson had by far his best night as he 
displayed both speed and power in rolling up 113 yards in only 12 carries, 
while DJ. Belcher gave Tyson a rest at umes and responded with 44 yards 
on 8 carries. The tandem of Tyson and Belcher combine quickness with 
power and desire, and Friday night combined to gain 157 yards on 20 car- 
ries, which is just about what an Elba tailback would get on an average 
night in years past.

Armadillos: A Recurring 
Problem In Coffee County 


Drive down just about any road in 
Coffee County, and you're almost 
sure to spot an armadillo belly-up on 
the roadside. 

Although commonly associated 
with the Southwest, armadillos have 
now become a frequent sight in the 
Southeast - especially in southern 
Alabama, although larger numbers 
of the critters are turning up in the 
northern half of the state. 

Although a night traveler by na- 
ture, armadillos are sometimes found 
during the day burrowing into the 
ground in search of insects, grubs 
and other invertebrates. The animals 
typically become so absorbed in 
their search for food that they're of- 
ten obvious to nearby humans. In- 

deed, armadillos often stray very 
close to humans before they're 
aware of them. 

Armadillos instinctively jump in 
the air whenever they’re stared by 
humans or other animals. Needless 
io say, this defensive mechanism 
doesn’t help very much in encoun- 
ters with oncoming automobiles. In 
fact, it perhaps accounts for the large 
numbers of dead armadillos on the 
roadside, 

Although armadillos are generally 
harmless animals, their feeding hab- 
its can wreak havoc on lawns and 


gardens. 

To rid your property of armadil- 
los, you might first consider remov- 
ing food sources that may attract the 
animals. If this proves impractical, 
consider using live traps baited with 
Overripe fruit, such as apples or ba- 
nanas. 

Traps are most effective when 
equipped with wings, which are add- 
ed to direct the animal into the trap. 
Be sure to set the trap in the area of 
your yard where damage is most se- 
vere. After the animal is captured, 
release it in an underpopulated area 
where it can’t cause humans any 
more trouble. 

If most of the armadillo damage 
is occurring in a garden, consider en- 
closing the area with a small electric 
fence. A single strand of wire about 
3 to 4 inches off the ground should 
be sufficient. Polytape electric fence 
wire with a New Zealand-type 
charger makes an effective and safe 
exclusion device. Just be careful 
about placing such a fence in an area 
where children may be playing. 

Spotlighting and shooting arma- 
dillos at night may also be an effec- 
tive control method. However, the 
method requires constant vigilance, 
and local regulations may prohibit 
the discharge of firearms.

Beef Cattle 
Management 
For October 


October for a beef cattle producer 
is what you may term a transition 
month. October is generally a little 
on the dry side and the temperature 
is generally starting to change 
around the Wiregrass during this 
month. We are also running out of 


forages to use for grazing. We begin 
to have to rely on grain rations and 
ay to a certain extent to carry cows, 
ored heifers and open heifers into the 
breeding and calving season. 

There are also some concerns as 
it relates to health, nutrition and 
management in general. In terms of 
health two things that can take place 
that can possible help you once you 
Start to calve is to give an E-coli and 
clostridium blackleg vaccination. By 
vaccinating the cow with E-coli vac- 
cine you introduce this bacteria to 
their system through the mother 
cow. By doing this you can greatly 
reduce your scour problems. By giv- 
ing the black leg clostridium shot 
you also pass on some of this protec- 
tion to the unborn calf. Be sure in 
October to watch for cows that may 
abort or show a heat period or some 
other type of illness. 

In the area of nutrition and be 
sure and avoid excess protein feed- 
ing which may cause calving diffi- 
culties due to large calves. There is 
nothing wrong with feeding a mod- 
erate energy dict to keep the flesh on 
the cows and first calf heifers but 
avoid high protein diets. A good way 
to feed if your grass is worn out is to 
use a good quality hay along with 
com or some other grain, Save your 
high energy feeds for after the cows 
and heifers calve. 

It is also a good time in October 
to be looking for your herd sires for 
the upcoming breeding season in 
January and February. If you stant 
now selecting herd sires you can 
make an unhurried, unbiased deci- 
sion on the right bull for your herd. 
If you wait until it is the week to 
turn in a bull before choosing a prop- 
er herd sire it can definitely cause 
some problems in terms of ume and 
many limes money, 

It is a good idea in October to 
lake a hard look at your breeding 
season, Around here many folks start 
in February and breed through April 
or some end in March in order to 
have the calves coming in the No- 
vember, December time frame. Take 
4 good look and see what you are do- 
ing with your breeding season, If its 
too long, if the Cows are in poor con- 
dition, or if the bull is the wrong 
breed, now is the time to correct 
that, With so many bull sales coming 
up in November and December, 
Now is a good time to plan, 

October is a very good month to 
begin to look at your overall beef op- 
erauion and how it has performed for 
the 93 calendar year. Take a good 
look at what you are going to do 
about the vreeding season. A little 
planning ahead should enhance prof- 
its in 94. If you have any further

City Clerk Jeff Goodson said that 
the two pages in question were on 
his desk the morning of the special 
council meeting, October 19th. He 
didn’t know where they came from, 
but those names were included in the 
215 count he reported to the city 
council, 


Mularz & Simmons granted hearing before council oo

Hearings were held last Wednes- 
day moming on the October Sth ter- 
minations by Elba Mayor Ricky 
Haywood of Street Superintendent 
James Simmons and Recreation Di- 
rector Ricky Mularz. 

The first hearing was at 7 a.m: 
and dealt with the James Simmons 
matter, Attorney Bill Stokes acted as 
hearing officer. He later said he was 
representing Haywood as his per- 
sonal attorney. Simmons was repre- 
sented by Attorneys Vreeland G.

Haywood displayed two groups 
of photographs he said accurately 
displayed things a good street super- 
intendent should have done. They in- 
cluded grass growing over the curb 
on Forest Lake Drive; PVC pipe in 
gutter as driveway accessway on 
Plant Avenue; asphalt not against 
concrete and planters with water on 
the square; a sidewalk problem at 
city hall and uneven sidewalk at the 
fire station. 


Those challenging the petitions 
said copies of the two pages they 
were given on the 19th had a “Re- 
ceived October 6th” stamp at the 
top, as did all the others. However, 
later copies of the petition given to 
the public, had that stamp crossed 
out and “Received October 19th” 
stamped on it. One of the ministers 
responded to statements that the ac- 
tions were all legal with, “Even if it 
is, the matter was handled in a very 
unethical manner.” 

Differing legal opinions were pre- 
sented, and the matter was tabled un- 
til Wednesday morning at 8:30 when 
the group will again meet with the 
city council. A call will be placed to 
attorneys for the Alabama League of 
Municipalities in an effort to clarify 
the matter and prevent a lawsuit 
from either the “wets” or “drys.” ” 

Police Chief Jack Parker reported 
the department had responded to 38 
complaints. They issued 14 traffic ci- 
tations including 4 for DUI. 

The animal control officer picked 
up 14 dogs. One was retumed to the 
owner, 

The appraisal on the back 2/3 of 
old Vocational Building was read to 
the council. The appraised value of 
the facility is $65,000, according to
